The  Death  of  Mr.  J«jtin  Chamberi. 

Sunday  afternoon,  jwith  its  dreary 
weather  and  its  solemn  funeral  gather¬ 
ing.  was  rendered  still  more  awful  by  the 
news  of  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  John 
Chambers.  No  one  han  regarded  him  as 
dangerously  ill,  and  hie  death  caused  a 
widespread  sorrow7  thrijnghout  the  town. 
Mr. Chambers  was  one  |>f  our  most  popu¬ 
lar  and  energetic  young  men,  and  his 
social  qualities  and  genuine  goodness  of 
of  heart  eqdeared  him  jto  all  who  knew7 
him.  1 

His  disease  was  typhoid  fever,  induced, 
probably,  by  close  confinement  to  busi¬ 
ness,  and  perhaps  advanced  by  a  chill 
taken  during  the  Bazar.  Until  the  very 
last  moment  no  apprehension  existed, 
but  in  a  short  time  th«  disease  attacked 
the  brain  find  terminated  his  life. 

The  funeral  services  [  were  held  at  his 
father’s  house  on  Bloomfield  Avenue,  on 
Wednesday  afternoon.!  Rev.  H.  W.  Bal¬ 
lantine  and  Rev.  I)r.  Stubbert  officiated, 
and  the  tjhrong  of  tlJose  who  attended 
from  motives  of  respect!  and  love  was  very 
great.

ting  time  in  all  the  history  of  the  church 
had  arrived  in  which  to  carry  tk>  com¬ 
pletion  this  long  desired  anil  needed  ac¬ 
commodation,  sprang  nobly  to  the  work, 
and  although  not  possessed  oil!  large 
means,  gave  willingly  and  largely  out  of 
their  incomes,  not  reserves.  So  that  the 
work  was  completed  at  a  value  of  $6,300. 
But  $1,000  only  was  added  to  the  mort¬ 
gage  debt,  and  that,  it  is  believed;  will  be 
but  temporary,  as  pledges  yet  unredeem¬ 
ed  are  expected  to  be  realized  from  in  the 
near  future. 

This  building  work  w7as  maintained 
while  the  current  expenses,  such  fis  inter¬ 
est.  sexton,  repairs,  insurance,  lights  and 
heating,  large  benevolent  collections.  ,%s 
well  as  pastoral  support,  were  attended 
to  and  provided  for  with  a  creditable  de¬ 
gree  of  promptness  in  view  of  t hie  other 
large  demands. 

Resolutions  were  offered  by  Mr.  A. 
Field,  tendering  the  thanks  of  tlid  Society 
to  the  Building  Committee,  for  their 
faithful  and  attentive  performance  of 
the  arduous  and  delicate  duties  devolv¬ 
ing  upon  them,  also  to  the  Pastor  for  the 
courtesies  and  valuable  assistance  ren¬ 
dered  the  sAme  Committee,  and  through 
them  the  Society,  during  the  enliire  time 
occupied  in  building.

A  scheme  has  been  presented  to  the 
Porte  by  a  certain  Mr.  de  Leon,  repre¬ 
senting  American'interest*.  which  is  des¬ 
tined  to  replace  Admiral  Inglefield’s  pro¬ 
ject  of  connecting  the  Mediterranean 
and  Red  Seas  by  submei^ing  Palestine. 
It  consists  of  the  construction  of  a  ship 
railway,  which,  starting  from  El  Arish, 
on  the  Mediterranean,  would  have  its 
terminus  at  Akaba,  on '  the  Red  Sea. 
•The  actual  cost  of  the  line,  as  it  would 
pass  through  a  perfectly  flat  country, 
would  not  amount  to  an  exaggerated 
sum,  although  the  expense  of  keeping 
up  the  permanent  way,  consequent  upon 
the  transport  over  it  of  vessels  of  heavy 
tonnage,  may  be  so  great  as  to  render 
competition  on  even  terms  with  its  Suez 
rival  somewhat  difficult.  In  the  event  of 
a  successful  issue  of  the  present  negotia¬ 
tions  Mr.  de  Leon  is  likely  to  be  rewarded 
by  the  American  Government  with  a 
high  diplomatic  post  at  Constantinople.

Dressing  and  unklressing  the  sick. 

Here  are  a  few  hints  {from  the  hospital 
nurses  which  may  b4  useful  in  homes: 

Never  begin  to  change  the  clothes  of  the 
sick  until  you  havealllyqu  are  likely  to  re¬ 
quire  ready.  The  boily  linen  of  bed-lying 
patients  should  be  chJiiiged  at  least  twice 
a  week,  and  in  manyi  cases  oftener.  Al¬ 
ways  be  careful  that  there  is  no  draught 
upon  the  patient.  Let  the  fresh  linen  be 
properly  aired  and  warmed  beforehand. 

Do  not  move  nor  uncover  the  patient 
more  than  is  absolutiily  necessary. 

Begin  by  removingiall  sleeves  from  one 
arm,  then  without  moving  the  patient., 
put  all  on  that  is  to  do  on  the  arm;  then 
raise  the  head  and  ihoulders,  removing 
the  soiled  and  adjusting  the  clean  linen  a  ni  -12  40’.  i:A0'  a:4U 
well  down  under  thil  shoulders;  the  pa¬ 
tient  may  then  lie  ilowln,  and  t  he  <  >t  her  arm 
be  striped  and  dreweil.  After  this  the 
hips  can  beslightly  raised,  the  soiled  cloth¬ 
ing  removed,  and  thft  clean  garments  ar¬ 
ranged.  Do  not  lei  patients  help  too 
much;  ntid,  on  the  other  hand,  see  that 
they  do  such  thing*  as  they  can  and 
ought  to  do  for  themselves,  iii  giving  to 
any  one  Hick  a  drink  of  water  when  the 
draught  should  lie  limited,  hand  him  a 
small  glass  full.  'Itiis  will  satisfy  his 
thirst,  be  it  ever  so  little.  It  is  a  mistake 
to  offer  a  goblet  of  water  in  such  a  case, 
and  direct  how  maijv  swallows  must  be 
token.  The  patient]  will  not  be  satisfied 
nor  his  thirst  quenelied.  If  you  make  a 
poultice  in  the  kitehpn,  before  you  begili 
ven  to  heat.  After
